’than Ki.odO.UUO bushels of wheat has 
been saved, accordiiiK to reports made 
1 public today by the United States Food 
I ,\dniinlstration for California. This 
saviiiK represents wheat carKi>e8 ot 
::u,0b0 bushels each for ,'jflti food shliis, 
and will materially aid America to save 
and export the 17 , 000 , 000 tons of food¬ 
stuffs pledtted prior to ,Iune 30, next. 

Many other states where the food 
administration's so-called "blanUel 
U'st" has shown growers how to deter 
mine when a threshing machine is ex¬ 
tracting the grain properly, have re- 
liorted greatly reduced harvest losses, 
atid other methods of ftirtn conserva- 
tioti htive resulted in further savings 
of tnarUetable grtiin.
